which be put into operation immedi­ 
ately, according to Dr. J. S. Buchan­ 
an, acting president of the univers­ 
ity. 
“The ‘W orker’s Education’ divis­ 
ion is to bring educational opportun­ 
ity to those engaged in the struggle 
for existence and who are too busy 
to go to school; to supplement the 
education of those whose educational 
advantages were too limited and to 
enrich life and safeguard liberty and 
opportunity,” Mr. J. VV. Scroggs, di­ 
rector of the extension division of' 
the university explained. 
The plan of operation for the di­ 
vision is for the University of Okla­ 
homa to conduct the state organiza­ 
tion work and to supply instructors 
to carry on the classes organized 
among the workers of the various 
communities of the state. 
“Ttys work differs from illiteracy

I thousand men under Ruch a rube au ar- 
i rived at Newport, July tenth, and 
were Immediately blockaded by the 
British as was a like expedition fitting 
out at Brest. Washington could only 
hold to his plan of prudent waiting. 
On a clear, warm day, late In July 
1780, a handsome coach drlwn by four 
horses crossed King’s Ferry and tolled 
up the Highland road. It carried Ben­ 
edict Arnold and hit wife and their 
baggage. 
Jack and Solomon passed 
and recognised them.

They were hound for the neutral ter­ 
ritory between the American and Brit­ 
ish lines, infested by “cowboys” from 
the South and “skinners” from the 
North who were raiding the farms of 
the settlers and driving away their 
cattie to be sold to the opposing;

I hurried through my repast, 
bridled ray horse and sec off at a gal­ 
lop expecting to overtake him, but to 
ray astonishment he had left the road. 
I did not see him again, bat his words 
were ever with me In the weeks that 
followed.

It is pointed out that generally 
the equipment of the Japanese army 
has changed little since the Russo- 
Japanese war.' At the same time it is 
realized that the question of money 
Is one of the most difficult invol­ 
ved 
in 
the problem. 
Earthquake 
reconstruction is keeping the army, 
appropriations to a low figure. The 
modernization program, in the be­ 
ginning, must be paid for largely 
out of economics effected within the 
army. 
Japan’s military leaders consider 
their greatest deficiency to be in 
aviation. The army air forces now 
consist of six flying squadrons. The 
high command woujd like to double 
this number, although the problem 
of training enough aviators is a 
serious one, probably more serious 
than the shortage of funds at pres­ 
ent, for the Japanese have not prov­ 
ed themselves good aviators, and the 
high casualty rate among flying 
officers does not make the service 
attractive to young men seeking a 
military carcel*. However, the auth-’ 
orities are considering an aviation 
expansion program to spread over 
approximately five years. 
Chemical warfare 
is 
almost a 
closed book to the Japanese army. 
Although Japan has no intention of 
nullifying the Washington submar­ 
ine and poisonous gas treaty, her 
army leaders plan extensive research 
Into the employment of and defence 
against the latest chemical weapons. 
Japan is without tanks, to all 
practical 
purposes. 
A few 
were 
brought back to Japan after the 
war for study purposes, but there is 
no branch in the Japanese array cor­ 
responding to the tank corps of the 
American and European forces. Mo­ 
tor transport also is backward In the 
Japanese array. Tht* use of armored 
cars also will receive consideration 
from General Tsuno’s committee. 
Machine guns and automatic rifles 
still are comparatively little employ­ 
ed ic Japan’s army, and one of the 
chief duties of the party now in 
Eprope will he the study of such 
weapons. In field artillery there is 
believed to be considerable room for 
modernization. 
In all discussion of tho proposed 
army program Japanese offices in­ 
sist on the nou-aggressive intentions 
behind It. It is stated that Japan 
merely desires to bring her army 
to something like the standards held 
lug the other great powers, who 
learned at first hand the bitter les­ 
sons of the great war.
